Hall. 


At 7 p.m. 
The Mayor accompanied by his Mace Bearer, with the 
Town Clerk, enter and take their seats at the table. 


The Mayor will call on his Chaplain to say prayers. 
The Mayor will read the notice of the Meeting. 
The Town Clerk will read letters of apology. 


‘The Town Clerk will read the following resolution : 


At a Special Meeting of the Council for the said 
Borough held in the Council Chamber on the 10th day of 
March, 1952, it was proposed by Councillor C. R. Syms and 
seconded by Councillor F. W. Smith that in pursuance of 
Section 259 of the Local Government Act, 193838, Alderman 
Arthur George Angell, J.P. be admitted a Freeman of the 
Borough in recognition of the eminent services rendered 
by him as Councillor, Mayor and Alderman, and also of his 


services to the Borough and County of Wilts as a Justice } 
of the Peace, Guardian of the Poor, Governor and Manager 
of local Schools and in other ways. J 


The motion was supported by several members of the 
Council and on being put to the Meeting it was carried 
unanimously.

The Mayor will propose that Mr Arthur George Angell, 
JP. be now admitted an Honorary Freeman of the Borough 
in pursuance of the previous resolution. 


The Mayor will call on Alderman F. W. Smith to 
second the resolution and on Aldermen A. J. Strange and 
F. J. Gale and Councillors W. J. Morement and C. H. 
Thomas, J.P. to support the resolution. 


The Mayor will then put the resolution to the Council 
and invite Mr. Angell to take the oath and sign the Roll. 


The Town Clerk will then administer the Oath and Mr. 
Angell will sign the Roll. 


The Oath reads as follows::- 

“You swear that you will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, Her Heirs 
and successors according to law, that you will observe the 
Laws and Ordinances of the Realm and the Bye Laws of 
the Borough of Calne in the County of Wilts and will do 
all that lies within your power to promote the interests of 
the Borough and the welfare of its people. 

So help you God” 


The Mayor will congratulate the new Freeman, and 
will present him with an illuminated Certificate of his 
admission in the form of a Scroll with the Crests of the 
Borough and of the County on either side. 


The new Freeman will reply. 


Arthur George Angell was the eldest of the family of 
seven children of Isaac and Elizabeth Angell. He was born 
in Calne on the 31st August, 1871. He left school at the 
early age of 9 years and was apprenticed to William 
Alexander Webb, J.P. a former Mayor of Calne, who carried 


on a grocery business at the corner of High Street and 
Curzon Street. The shop was demolished several years ago 
and the land now forms part of the site of the new Post 
Office. From his earliest years in business George Angell 
(as he is popularly known) took a keen interest in public 
life. He was a Liberal in politics and he was brought up 
as a Baptist and has continued in membership of the Castle 
Street Baptist Church until the present time. He was 
first elected as a Member of the Town Council on the 1st 
November, 1912, when he was returned in a contested 
election at the top of the Poll. He has been twice Mayor 
(in 1928-29 and again in 1932-33). It was during his second 
term of office that he was elected Alderman and he has been 
re-elected continuously ever since. He has also served as a 
Guardian of the Poor, as Governor and Manager of Local 
Schools, on the local Hospital Committee, as Vice-Chairman 
of the Assessment Committee, as Secretary of the local 
Building Society, and in many other ways. He was appoint- 
ed a Justice of the Peace in 1925 and he continued to act 
until June, 1950. His interest in education is perhaps partly 
explained by his own lack of schooling. It made him all 
the more determined as far as lay in his power to secure 
educational facilities for the rising generation which were so 
sadly lacking when he was a boy. 


He married Ellen Gough, the daughter of Robert 
Gough, in the year 1900. There were eight children of the 
marriage of whom seven survive. 


When George Angell announced his intention not to 
stand last May as a Candidate for election as Alderman, it 
was natural that his old colleagues on the Council should 
wish to confer some honour on him in recognition of his 
long and useful life and in token of the respect and esteem 
in which he is held by all his fellow Townsmen. They 


resolved therefore to make him an Honorary Freeman of 
the Borough.
